WAYSIDE SERIES.:—NimportT. (Lockwood, 
Brooks & Co.) The anonymous author of 
‘“Nimport” bids fair to rival the unknown 
talent of the ‘‘No Name Series.”

How such atlases as the higher geographies, 
with many and beautifully-colored maps and 
costly illustrations, can be put on the market at 
their price must be a problem to those who do 
not stop to remember that in this country every 
child goes to school.

On these maps 
every place referred to in the text is now in 
heavy-faced type, a‘plan which enables minor 
places to be added in unobtrusive type without 
disturbing the saliency of the important points.
